In response to your request for advice as to 
the suitability of the water of Pomp'’s Pond 
for bathing, the Department has caused the 
pond to be examined and samples of the 


water to be analyzed 


rhe examination shows that there are 
numerous Camps near Pomp's Pond but that 
there is apparently no direct discharge of 
sewage or other offensive waste into this 
pond 


rhe results of the analyses show that the 
water contains a considerable amount of 
organic matter but there is no evidence of 
sewage pollution and in the condition found 
at the time of the examination the water of 
Pomp's Pond was of suitable quality for 
public bathing 

There is no evidence, judging from our 
investigations, that infantile paralysis i 
spread in connection with bathing in lakes 
or ponds

What finally aroused them from their 
slumber was the forced disclosure of their 
ultimate aim. Up to the time of the regular 
town meeting, this main objective was kept 
in the shadow. Various tell-tale hints only 
were given in our annual reports; but not till 
the school committee called for $225,000 for 
a new Junior High school building as abso 
lutely for the perfecting of their 
new policy, did the people “wake up”, and 
seriously ask what it was all about. 

How thoroughly awake they became was 
startlingly evidenced at this regular town 
meeting. Ever since that time the people 
have been very much awake. This was 
dramatically shown last Monday evening 
for, without an articulate word of rebuttal 
to the half-hour’s plea by one of its citizens 
for town money to inaugurate a socialistic 
policy in Andover, his plea was voted down 
and this b rwhelming vote. The very 
air seemed surcharged with protest against 
any and all projects that would increase our 
tax rate or sink the town deeper into debt 

Andover people have waked up, and I 
doubt the power of any narcotic, by whom 
soever administered, to stupify their powers 
in the future.
